The immediate cause of 
this Was due to heart failure, hasth^ed 
by - his weakened condition from re- 
cent illness. . 

This summer, in order to improve 
his failing health, he went to fingland 
for a rest. An attack of astluna 
weakened his heart considerably, and 
rendered his return to work in- 
advisable. However, he returned to 
"Montreal, appeared at the University 
on Monday, October 3, and met his 
classes on the following day. 

His condition kept him at home for 
the next two days, but on .Friday he 
attended the teachers' convention, de- 
livering an address pn "Humbug and 
History." Last Sunday his (physjclan 
advised him to take an extended holi- 
day, rest and quietness being neces- 
sary to him. Scarcely had this advice 
been given, when, between 5.38 and 
6.00 Monday morning he passed away.

' ceming Sub Amendments 
To Constitution 



The following lî the report of à com- 
mittee appointed on the occasion of 
the last meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety to look Into various problems 
concerning student government. 

It -has. been felt for some time that 
the members of acclamations and gen- 
eral apathy In student elections should 
be remedied and with this end In view 
principally, . the committee was ap- 
pointed. Its finding on this and other 
questions Is as foUo^i's: '^'i^g^i^l^ 

By. the term of. a jnotioniipa»e^|»! 
the last semi-annual meeting - of f the 
Students' Society, tills committee, was 
authorised to study and report on the 
following subjects. 

(a) Students' elections generally, 
and. In particular, the nomination of 
candidates, thb number of iiames on 
nomination . pape», ^ the ^ methods and 
places of voting;' and election publicity. 

(b) The semi-annual meetings of 
the Students' Society and the quorum 
required therefor. 

(c) Amendments to the constitution 
of the Students' Soclèty and provisions 
for sub-amehidtaents or amendments 
of the amendments. 

(d) Such other matters as may be 
referred to the ^aid Committee by the 
Students' Council. 

Your - Committee, therefore, after 
study and deliberation, reports as fol 
lowsj^ 

(ay'^ÏTO^Id^îstuîIenti'^ël^ 
generally, to be In a satlsfactory state, 
given the situation as it exists ct Mc- 
Glll. More particularly, it considers the 
present method of nominating - csih- 
dldates ' is the : least objectionable of 
a^y tbatjCan-be 'iiuggestêd, and that 
thèjiSo^eàlléd 'apathy of :the student 
i}ody towards . élections lannot be 
ameliorated by changes in the electoral 
machinery.-'Tbe - evidence' of this 
apathy'has been somewhat -exaggerat- 
ed. During the past nine years, as is 
shown by the tat>le annexed hereto, the 
averfige vote cast "at the" Bpting 
elef^tions.has.been^BS :i:::,;cent of thç 
tbrate— a high'pereentage for any 
democracy. Assiuning, .' but not ad- 
mitting,, that uncontested elections ate 
an evil at Mcdill, It Is a fact that only 
three': Presidents out of nine have been 
el(»i«d;ih: this manner during the past 
IÙne . yeàrs.^^The^ President .of the Union 
has ; been^ Çl^e^*^ ^s' acclamation four 
times' in' tiiis'^^ Vice-Pres- 
ident twioBti and the. Seoretary thrice. 
"The average numiier of umidldates f 
all, positions has been two per.year. In 
view of ' the'foiregoing, ,the only change 
advocated by, your Committee in this 
regard Is a minor o|ie. If . at the time 
when ' nominailons clMeroidy (me , can- 
didate for 'any " of tib"! "major executive 
pissltlons has beèn nominated, yoiir 
Conmlttee recônimends ' that this fact 
be given thorough publ''!lty In the Mc- 
Oill Dally, and the tiqie for nominat- 
ing to siich office ot of floes extended 48 
hours. \ 

Vour Committee is of ! opinion that 
the exact number of names on nomina- 
tion papers is a. matter of very minor 
Importance and adviseis no change. 

As for the method of voting, your 
Conunlttee has heturd of no improve'-; 
ment;bn ;tiie' secref baiiot whlch'ls now! 
in' use: ;As;to the pilues 'of voting, It 
believes that the advantages of polls 
placed ' In the separate .buildings out- 
weigh the objections which may be 
urged agalnst.lt, and recommends ac- 
cordingly. 

The conduct of election publicity in 
the opinion of this pdmimlttee Is best 
left to the' good taste and vhonesty of 
the candidates and their supporters. 
The formulation of rules governing 
election publicity would Imply * that 
control was needed, and this Has not 
been demonstrated.' Should glaring 
misconduct In', this respect ever arlse,- 
It can be dealt' with by the Council 
under Article 6, section 5, of the Con- 
stitution which empowirs the Coun- 
cil to. "s'uomon, hear and discipline 
any member, of the Students' Society 
for a misdemeanor.'' 

/(b) "nie sci^-aimual ineetlngs of 
the Society require' no change in. the 
opinion of this Committee. As for tbie 
quoriim, which is now fixed at 100 
members out of approximately 2300. it 
Ciumot in theory be- fixed at^a lower 
figure, :nor, from experience,'^ at 
hlgha:. - 

' (0)'' ' Article 10 of the Constitution of 
the Students' Society, provides; that It 
may be amended by a- 2-3 vote' at a 
general meeting of the Society, pro- 
vided two weeks notice is given and 
published to the McGlll Dally. There 
Is no provision for suii-amendments, 
which • heretofore have been made on 
the floor of the meeting and adopted 
or rejected by a simple majority vote

All those associated In any way with 
McOiU, and innumerable outsiders, 
were grieved at the news of the sud- 
den death of Professor W. T. Waugh, 
chairman of the Departn\bnt of His- 
: tory, which occurred ea^-ly yesterday 
morning at his residence, 1544 Mackay 
street. Professor Waugh was '.n his 
^j^jM(th year. The immediate cause of 
fpfe'thls Was due to heart failure, hastii^td 
p|||tiby .his weakened condition from fe- 
cent illness. 

This summer, In order to Improve 
his falling health, he went to Bhigland 
for a rest. An attack of astlima 
weakened his heart considerably, and 
rendered his return to work in- 
advisable. However, he returned to 
Montreal, appeared at the University 
on Monday, October 3, and met his 
classes on the following day. 

His" condition kept him at home for 
the next two days, but on -Friday he 
attended the teachers' convention, de- 
livering an address pn "Humbug and 
Htstorjr.'rr. ! Last : Sunday hte < physician 
atlvlsed tilm to take an extended holi- 
day, rest and quietness being neces- 
sary to him. Scarcely had this advice 
been given, when, between 6.30 and 
6.00 Monday morning he passed away.

Amendment Advised Con- 
cerning Sub, Amendments 
To Constitution 

The following 1: the report of à com- 
mittee appointed on the occasion of 
the last, meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety to look Into various problems 
concerning student government. 

It has been felt for some time that 
the members of acclamations and gen- 
eral apathy in student elections should 
be remedied and with this end In view 
principally, the committee was ap- 
pointed. Its finding on this and other 
questions is as follows: 

By. the term of. a motion passed, at 
thfi ;Iast semi-annual meeting, of the 
Students' Society, tills ciMnmittiee was 
authorised to study and rèpràt on the 
following subjects. 

(a) Students' elections generally, 
and, in particular, the nomination of 
candidates, thb number of names on 
nomination . paper5,:^;the;4^method8 >,and 
places of voting,' ahd''eleetlm'1)ubll^^^ 

(b) "Hie semi-annual meetings of 
the students' Society and the quorum 
required : therefor. 

(c) Amendments to the constitution 
of the Students' Society and provisions 
for sub-amendments or amendments 
of the' amendments.' 

(d) Such other matters as may be 
referred to the said Committee by the 
Students' Council. 

'76ur" Committee, therefore, after 
study and deliberation, reports as fol- 
lovd: - ' , . ;• 

(a) - It bonslders students' elections 
generally to be in a satisfactory state, 
given the situation as It exists ft MÔ- 
Olll. More particularly, it considers; the 
present method of nominatihg \can- 
didates Is the : least objéctionable of 
apy: that, can be suggested, and that 
the 'so^cailled apathy of .the student 
body towards . elections '.annot be 
ameliorated by changes In the electoral 
machinery. ''The#iéVldra<»'fï<rf; this 
apathy has been somewiiat ' exaggerat 
ed. During the past nine years, as Is 
shown by the tai)le annexed hereto, the 
average vote cast 'at the Spring 
eleçtions has been .65 f: cent . of tbç 
;^torate— a high'percentage for ai^ 
dmbcracy. Assimiin'g, . but not ad- 
mitting, -that, uncontested elections are 
an evil at Mcdlll, it Is a fact that only 
tlgee' Presidents out of nine have been 
elected 'lii' this manner during the past 
nine years; The President of the Union 
has . been elected by acclamation four 
tÏÏés in this period, the .Vice-Pres- 
ident twice,; and the^.Çeioetaryi thrice. 
The average numi>er of .candidates for 
all positions has been two per year. In 
view of the' foregoing,, tt)e^only change 
advocated by, your Committee in this 
regard is a minor one. If. at the time 
when nominations close 'only one can- 
didate fbf any of th-i major executive 
positions h'aS; beèn nominated, yoiir 
Committee reçânunends that this fact 
be given thorough publ'-îlty In the Mc 
GUI Dally, and the'tiine for nomlnat-. 
ing to such office or off Ices extended 48 
houns. V 

Your Committee is of ; opinion that 
the exact number of names on nomina- 
tion papers Is a. matter of very minor 
importance and advises no change, 

As for the method of voting, your 
Conunlttee has heard of no; improve- 
ment on the secret ballot which Is now 
in use. As to the pilàcès 'of voting, it 
believes that the advuitages of polls 
placed In the'8eparate\bulldlngB out- 
weigh the objections which may be 
urged agalnst::lt, and recommends ac- 
cordingly!. * '. . ' [ 
The conduct of election publicly in 
the opinion of this Committee is best 
left to the' good taste and honesty of 
the candidates and their supporters. 
The formulation of rules goveniing 
election publicity would Imply that 
control was needed, and this lias not 
been demonstrated: Should glarbig 
misconduct in', this respect ever arise, 
It can be dealt" with by the Council 
under Article 6. section 5, of the Con- 
stitution which empow<!rs the Comi: 
cll to 'o'uamon, hear and discipline 
any member, of the Students' Society 
for a misdemeanor."' ! 

Co) The semi-annual ^leetlngs of 
the Society require no change In. the 
opinion of this Committee. As for tHe 
quorum, which Is now fixed at 100 
members out of approximately 2300, it 
caimot m theory be -fixed at a lower 
figure, : nor, from experience, at 
hlgha:. 

' (e) ' "Article 10 of. the Constitution of 
the Students' Society, provides: that it 
may be amended by, a- 2^3 vote' at a 
general meeting of -the Society, pro- 
vided two 'weeks notice is given , and 
published In. the McGlll Dally. There

Poi* such as 
e a stern oversight of older people is 
oubt most efficacious, 
ihe Canadiiin student has perhaps on

life. The afore-mentioned [methods o:: 
ehf orcing discipline would seem ;to him as a 
tjifle beneath his dignity. A democracy 
seems to suit his temperament exactly. 
• The proof of the pudding is in the eat 
iog and the McGill system works out very 
well on this principle. There are very few 
cases, ihdeed, in which the authority b: 
tne faculty has to be invoked. Eventually, 
no doubt/ students will become serious 
seekers after knowledge and then all sys 
terns of discipline ' may be relaxed. Unti 
tiiat time, however, it is best; to rheét each 
individual situation with a corresponding

least gone one different, lor 'last night's audience' 
who must have gone prepared, say to be mildly 
titivated, by the usual two hours of biting Shavian 
satire, received a severe jolt. A cross-section of 
the various social world-problems which* have been 
hurled over the footlights by Shavian puppets dur- 
ing the past three decades; the appearance of a 
caricatured . Shaw on the boards; an obvious 
portrait of Lawrence of Arabia in the person of 
Private Meek; a man-sized bacillus stricken with 
measles and an acute dislike of the medical pro- 
fession— these were some of the unprecedented and 
quite uns&rmlsed tricks out of the old melstro's 
undlminlshhig bag that currogated the brows and 
evoked the chuckles of a somewhat bewildered 
audience. 

The publicity distributed by the company's 
agents describes "Too True to Be Good" as 'Shaw's 
latest and most debated play' and with good rea- 
son. Itjwas^damned .by the: London critics at Its 
fhït presentation; later, it was extx>lled to the skies 
by the Xiondon critics — another group presumably. 
The New York contemporaries of these trans-At- 
lantic reviewers— George Jean Nathan et al, de- 
nounced it with espec'al zest, yet the play had a 
successful run of %bc months. The opening of 
His Majesty's Theatre last night was by way of 
being a world premier, since the text of the play 
has undergone revisions by the author since Its 
New York run. , ." |, 

The first act of 'Too True WD^Gooails^some- 
what flat and a bit dlsappohitlng, it serves '«as) a 
mere "prologue to the swelling act" of the ' Increas- 
ed power and complexity of the second and third 
acts which undoubtedly contain the whole meat of 
the play. With customary unconyentionality Shaw 
dribbles his characters oirtoMw^stage. For in- 
stance Tallboys and Mee^Sout appear until 
the second act and the Eldèr, who is Shaw in ap- 
pearance, if not In principles, does not appear until 
the third. 

in the first act Shaw resurrects the medical 
bait'tag of "The Doctor's Dilemma," and In no way 
indicates the problems with which the two follow- 
big acts are concerned, namely; that of the much 
publicized, hysterical and spul-strlpped Post-War 
Generation. • Shaw surveys from "Olympian and 
Napoleonic heights" the antics of this hopeless 
generation and sees that they are not good. He 
presents their problems with much clarity and 
more verbiage, and throws up his hands with a 
gesture that Is more despondent than th elti 
There is very little, he says In effect, thaî^cîS? 
done about them, with the precious syllables of 
Maurice Colboume's delivery he Iterates and 
reiterates the presence of a bottomless pit into 
which all, wlUy-nlUy shall go down. It Is In the 
closing Bolllbquy of this extravaganza of manners 
and morals of our day that the argument of the 
dramatist Is to be found, the voice of the war 
génération insists that from It will come recon- 
struction, it will attempt to save the world from 
itself. This Is diametrically to the teachings of 
suéh men as Faulkner, Hemingway and other 
audible members of the war geijeration who Insist 
that théy are finished, and have passed into spirit- 
ual bankïuptcy, leaving their successors to shift 
for themselves. 

The original New York settings have been used 
with admirable effect, and the acting honours arê 
rather equal. Messrs. JOnes and Colbourne are to 
be congratulated on havtag surrounded themselves 
with players who are equal] to the difficult rôlçs

rriHE reason for this article : is to remove any false impressions that stu- 
dents attending the" different wrestling matches in the city might form

GRATIFYING V/restling is a sport that attained great heights 
TO WRESTLERS during the Spartan ero and even previous to that 
■• time. Real wrestling is not a hippodrome or rough- 
and-tumble fight; but 'one of the most scientific and valuable means of 
building a strong healthy body that Is known. A request was made a few 
years back that leaders 'In the sport world in the United States give, in or- 
der, the names of those sports which were, in their opinion, the most im- 
portant in body-building and health. The result of this enquiry was that 
wrestling was placed second in Importance; swimming led the list only be- 
cause it was an outdoor sport. To those In the know this was no surprise 
(ind it was gratifying tb find wrestling placed where It belonged by even 
tlioso of other branches of sport. 

As to those who should take part, I should say those who are weak in 
body that by quick, pleasant moans they might be made strong. In my 
twenty-five years tratoing students at McGlll to this spôrt I have had al- 
most unbelievable results— for a gain from six to ten pounds in a season 
is usual. In all cases this Is good hard muscle and not a heavy slow type 
that some forms of work will develop.
